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The Growing Responsibility of Labor 


Significant of the change taking place in the minds of people as to the 
proper relationship which should exist between the individual and the pub- 
lic, or, perhaps, it would be more correct to say between the citizen and 
the State, is a decision of far-reaching impertance recently arrived at by 
the Amalgamated Postal Workers’ Association & convention assembled at 
Edmonton. 

By an overwhelming majority the convention decided to delcte from 
its bylaws the clause allowing members to join in sympathetic strikes. 
will Se recalled that two years ago the business of many Western cities 
was crippled-and all but demoralized. through oy of post office em- 
ployees, and that, as a result of congestion of mails, the whole country was 
put to inconvenience and loss. Again, last year, in the: big Winnipeg 
strike the same thing occurred, notwithstanding that these employees were 
sworn servants of the State honorably bound to conduct the King’s busi- 
ness no matter what might happen. 

Now, however, the postal workers have by their own action declared 
that they will not countenance actions which bring inconvenience and suf- 
fering to all the-people who are quite guiltless of having inflicted any in- 
justice upon the workers and who are, as individuals, helpless to right 
* wrongs,and remove grievances ‘which may exist. At the same time, and 
properly so, the Postal Workers’ Association emphasized their detemina- 
tion to employ all legitimate and legal means at their disposal to uphold

This action on the part of one important group of organized workers 
sounds the deathknell of the One Big Union plan of organization in this 
Dominion. The carrying out of the sinister plans of the O. B. U. is only 
possible, as its very name implies, by the banding together of workers in 
all walks of life in one big, overpowering organization which, by reason of 
its strength, and acling under orders from one central head, could defy all 
law, Governments and society in general, Unless all organized workers 
“join the O. B. U. it cannot succeed. Should it succeed the workers them- 
selves would, in the long run, be the greatest sufferers, 

The right of all workers to organize for their self-protection, ‘and in 
rder to cnable them to bargain efficiently with employers as to wages, 
nours of labor, and the conditions under which they are called upon to 
work, is new universally recognized. It is officially accepted in the 
Jabor clauses of the League of Nations covenant. But such recognition 
does not carry with it acceptance of the doctrine that a whole nation 
can be “held up” and denied the modern necessities of community exist- 
ence unless any and every demand made is immediately and fully granted. 

The strike weapon is an obsolete instrument for the redress of gricv- 
ances, It.is a two-edged sword, and inflicts as much, if not more, injury 
upon those who use it as upon those against whom it is directed. Methods 
of conciliation, negotiations looking to a compromise fair to all parties, ‘the 
establishment of ccurts of arbitration; are not only a fairer but a much 
less costly way of arriving at a settlement of industrial disputes, just as 
they have been recognized in the League of Nations as the proper and], 
Christian way of dealing with international differences. 

Might does not constitute right. It never did; it never will, and they 
who resort 10 force are always liable to find themselves overcome by 
force. The strength of organized labor lies in the sympathy and support 
of the people gencrally, and when Labor resorts to any action which alien- 
ates public sympathy and support it ruins itseown cause, The individual 
is no longer allowed to take the law into his own hands to adjust per- 
sona? giievances against another individual. If he does, he finds himself 
in the clutches of that law which was created for his protection and which 
he ignored and failed to appeal to for redress. What the individual can- 
not do, organized bodies of individuals cannot be allowed to do. 

In this age there should be established properly constituted courts for 
the adjustment of all industrial disputes, in whom all parties can have con- 
fidence, just as other courts have been established for the protection of 
individual and property rights of all kinds. It is a hopeful sign that or- 
ganized workers, as represented by the Amalgamated Pgstal Workers’ As- 
sociation and certain other labor unions; are coming to recognize tunis fact. 
They will find the people supporting them, and their influence will be all 
the greater in future.

Good Seed to Increase Crops 


About Sixty-five Million Bushels of 
Seed Grain Required Eack 
Year, 

What good seed means to Canada 
was very clearly shown by a few fig- 
ures submitted by Mr. L. H. New- 
man, Secretary of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association, at the confer- 
ence on Soil Fertility and Soil Fibre, 
held at Winnipeg by the Commission 
of Conservation. - 

Each spring Canada requires ap- 
proximately 65,000,000 bushels ‘of 
seed grain and 9,000,000 bushels of 
seed potatocs, or about 8 per cent of 
her annual average production. 

About 41,000,000 acres are annually 
planted to these crops in Canada. 
An increase of but one bushel per 
acre of this area would add approxi- 
mately $80,000,000 to the wealth of 
the country. One of the chief 
methods of increasing production is 
by the more general tise of seed of 
better breeding and of varieties better 
suited to the districts where sown.

Millions in Paper Money Destroyed 
By the Banks. 


The report that an American wom- 
an had been fatally poisoned as the 
result of carrying bills in her stock- 
ing led to inquirics being made of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce regard- 
ing the disposition of soiled bank 
paper, by Anne Merrill, who writes 
interestingly in the Mail and Empire 
regarding the proccdure of cremating 
moncy./ That the fatality resulted 
from infection from bank notes is re- 
garded as very doubtful—it was prob- 
ably a coincidence; 50 years’ experi- 
ence in Canadian banking has not re- 
corded a case of the kind. 

The effort of the banks is to take 
worn and soiled bills out of circula- 
tion whenever the opportunity pre- 
sents,’ What this means is indicated 
by the fact that the mutialted notes 
of the Bank of Commerce burnt by 
the directors during the seven months. 
ending June, 1920, represented a face 
value of $15,315,000, the actual num- 
ber of notes destroyed being 1,836,000, 
The cremation ceremonies were 24 in 
number, and were held on the bank 
premises, where the furnace used is 
installed in the basement. The cost 
of the paper alone would be about 
$40,000, indicating one item of ex- 
pense in banking which the public 
would seldom consider.

Toronto.—On the authority of Sir 
Henry Drayton, minister of finance, 
the following statement has been is- 
sued regarding the financial situation 
in Canada: : 

“Owing to the financial conditions

favorable trade balance to an ad- 
yerse trade balance, the minister of 
finance has requested the Canadian 
banks to decline to facilitate the im- 
portation or carrying of Canadian 
and other securities which have been 
held abroad. To that end the min- 
ister is requesting the banks to have 
purchasers of sterling or foreign ex- 
change in amounts of a thousand dol- 
lars or over, and drawees of drafts 
received for collection from outside 
of Canada for the like amounts, cer- 
tify that the exchange so reuuired or 
the draft from abroad does not’ repre- 
sent the purchase outside of Canada 
of such securities. . 
“The minister is of the opinion that 
it is impossible for Canada to absorb 
this portion of its foreign debt or for- 
cign securities at the present juncture 
without embarrassment to gencral fin- 
ancial conditions. Every available 
dollar in Canada is required for ‘he 
business of handling the crop move- 
ment and if money is withdrawn’ in 
the way referred to, the withdrawal 
will seriously affect and restrict the 
commercial activities of the country.”

Winnipeg.—Should the Provincial

Brown’s proposal to exchange $300,- 
000 worth of Victory Bonds for city 
of Winnipeg debentures, the bonds 
will be realized without delay by the 
city, and the moncy loaned out to 
home builders under the civic housing 
scheme at seven per cent. interest.

“I realize,” said Mr. Carvell, “that 
these rates will be a substantial bur- 
den upon the people of Canada, but 
it was admitted by all parties at the 
hearing that the cost of everything 
entcring into he operation and 
mainenance of railways has in- 
creased more than 100 per cent. in 
the last four years while the railway 
companies have been granted in- 
creascs in what aré known as the 15 
per cent. and 25 per cent. cases, 


than 35 per cent.” 


The judgment lays emphasis upon 
the fact that a large proportion of 
the increase granted will be taken 
up in maintaining the increased 
wages which the employees of Cana- 
dian railways will receive when the 
Chicago wage award schedule goes 
into effect in Canada. 

At the hearing, it says, Howard 
G. Kelly, speaking for the Railway 
Association of Canada, stated that 
they had decided to pay the railway 
employees the rates granted to the 
Amcrican employees by the Chicago 
award, granting back pay to May 1 
last, and on cross-examination, he 
frankly admitted that if they were 
not granted he firmly believed “there 
would be a gencral strike throughout 
-Ganada.” : 

“Realizing the sincerity of his 
statement and the terrible results 
which would necessarily fall on the 
people of this country, as a whole, 
under such a contingency, I have 
taken his statement into consider- 
ation in adjusting the rates hercin. 
It must not be forgotten that a very 
large part of the increase hereby 
granted will be necessary to take 
care of this increased wage, in the 
case of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company alone, amounting to nearly 
$22,000,000 per year.”

Washington—Women from coun- 
tries that refnained neutral and from 
those that took opposite ideas in the 
late war assembled in the first meet- 
ing since 1914 at the Quinquennial 
Congress of the International Couli- 
cil of Women, at Christiania, Nor- 
way, September 8 to 17. 

The_ object’ of the congress is to 
provide a means of communication 
between women’s organizations in all 
countrics on questions relating to the 
welfare of the commonwealth, the 
family and the individual, Some 400 
women have enrolled to attend. 

Discussions will be held on such 
subjects as new lines in the system 
of education, international aspects of 
public health, the housing problem, 
the campaign against social diseases, 
and the League of Nations. 

Delegates will be reccived in’ the 
Royal Palace by Queen Maud of Nor- 
way, the city of Christiania will ten- 
dera luncheon and they will be en- 
tertained by various civie socicties. 
The mectings of the council are to 
be held in the Norwegian Varliament 
Building.

Ottawa.—A. B. Mosher, grand pres- 
ident of the Canadian Brotherhood of 
the

Railway Employees, confirmed 


20 per cent. did not satisfy the Cana- 
dian National Railways’ employees 
and unskilled laborers. The em- 
ployees demanded an increase of 30 
per cent. of present wages. 

The Canadian National _ Railway 
offered to apply the recent award of 
the United States Labor Board, 
which presented an increase of 20 per 
cent, over the McAdoo award of two 
years ago, to these employees, many 
of whom already through schedule 
arrangements, increases greater than 
those represented by the award of the 
United States Labor Board. 

Committee representing the em- 
ployees of castern lines will resume 
negotiations with officials of the Can- 
adian National Railways, but no ar- 
rangements have yet been made, Mr. 
Mosher said, for joint representation 
to be made before the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways and the Grand Trunk 
Railway. , 

About 5,000 employees are affected 
on the eastern lines of the Canadian 
National Railways.

Butte, Mont.—A definite pledge to 
‘present the Irish cause” to the Lea 
gic of Nations in the event of his 
election was made by Governor Cox, 
of Ohio, in closing his Montana came 
paign. 

“Tt would be my duty,” said the 
Governor, “and very quickly availed 
of, as a friend of peace, asserting the 
friendly. right of any member of the 
League, to present the Trish cause to 
the attention of the League under 
the authority given by articlé cleven, 
and. give to Ireland, er any other 
aggrieved people, the opportunity to 
plead their cause before the bar of 
civilized opinion.” 

The Irish question, Governor Cox 
said, needs scttlement to promote 
peace between. the English-speaking 
races, Reading article eleven of the 
League Covenant, providing for con- 
sideration by the League Council or 
Assembly of any internationale what- 
ever, “which threatens to disturb 
cither the peace or the good undcr- 
standing between nations,” the Gov- 
ernor said, that under existing con- 
ditions the Irish question could not 
be presented to the bar of public 
opinion, 

“Under the League it can,” he con- 
tinucd. “We have four times as 
many people of Gaclic blood in the 
United States as there are in Ireland, 
and their natural tendencies not only 
are domestic, but also stand like 
granite between the stretching hands 
of England and America, There- 
fore, as long as the Irish question 
Temains unsettled, there will be con- 
flict, and no possibility of world- 
wide co-operation between the Eng- 
lish-speaking nations.”

It Was A Dry Year 


Rainfall Was Just Half the Amount 
That Fell. in 1919 


That this summer has been one of 
the dryest on record is evident from 
reports recently issued from the Do- 
minion Meteorological office. July 
especially was exceptionally dry, the 
rainfall recorded during that month 
being only 0.76, in comparison with 
a rainfall of 3.83 during July, 1919. 
This was the dryest July on record, 
the recorder said. 

It is a rather remarkable fact that 
the rainfall during the summer 
months this year is exactly half the 
amount of 1919, Rainfall during 
June, July and August, 1919, amount- 
ed to 11.93, while that of the summer 
months this year was 5.96, which 
multiplied by two, gives the result of 
11.92. Tabulated records of rainfall, 
as exhibited at the Dominion Meteor- 
ological office in the Grain Exchange, 
are as follows: June, 1919, 4.95; June, 
1920, 3.50; July, 1919, 3.83; July, 1920, 
1.70, 

“While the dryness of the atmos- 
phere added to the effect of the heat, 
this year was really cooicr, on the 
average than last. Average temper- 
atures for both “June and July were 
less than-for the same months last 
year, although August was slightly 
hotter. Average temperatures for the 
three months are as follows; June, 
1919, 67.0; June, 1920, 63.8; July, 1919, 
68.4: July,:1920, 66.1; August, 1919, 
64.3; August, 1920,-67.1..:A little cal- 
culation reveals.-the fact that the 
average summer temperature for 
1919 was 66.6, while, that. of 1920 was 
only 65.6.—Winnipeg Free Press.

Greater Average Production 


Dairy Branch of Saskatchewan De- 
partment of Agriculture Conduct- 
ing Competition for Dairymen. - 

For the third year in succession, 
the Saskatchewan Dairy Association 
in conjunction with the Dairy Branch 
of the Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture, will again this year con- 
duct a Greater Average Production 
Competition. Eight cash prizes, of 
the aggregate value of $175, are offer- 
ed as follows: First, $50; second, $40; 
third,’ $30; fourth, $20; fifth, $15; 
sixth, $10; seventh and cighth, $5. 
each. 

These are to be awarded to the 
owners or proprictors of herds of five 
or more cows on the basis of the 
average butter fat production of 
whole herds for the twelve months 
ending December 31, 1920. To be 
eligible for a pfize in this competition 
competitors must keep a_ record, 
for at least six months of the year, 
of the production of their herd in 
conformity with the rules laid down 
in the system in use by the Dairy | 
Division, Ottawa, viz, they must! 
weigh the milk of cach individual cow | 
three days each month for at least six; 
months, and have each cow’s milk 
tested for butterfat content once cach 
month, as required by the testing j 
regulations. Forms for the keeping 
of records and full information re- 
garding the work are supplicd free of 
charge to dairymen in any part of the 
province. 

P, E. Reed, dairy commissioner for 
Saskatchewan, believes that the regu- 
lar testing of individual cows would 
probably prove the most valuable fea- 
ture of her management that could 
be adopted. Large individual pro- 
duction means economical produc- 
tion. The object of this competition 
is to develop higher average produc- 
tion in Saskatchewan herds, which 
will result in greater profits through 
more economical production—W. A. 
Macleod, Editor of Publications.

Report of Movement . 
Of 1919 Crops 


Largest Part of Grain Moved By 
Lake Route. 

In a report issued by the Do- 
minion burcau of statistics, on the 
movement of last season's crop, it is 
shown that only 253,607 bushels went 
straight through to the cast by rail, 
cither destincd for points in castern 
Canada or to the eastern part of the

case, the largest shipment out of the 
west went by way of the terminals, 
Fort William) and = Port Arthur. 
During the crop year 97,467,240 
bushels passed into the public and 
private clevators at these two ports 
of shipment. 

Two main streams of wheat are 
shown as going into the United 
States. Of these 2,797,037 bushels 
went by way of Buffalo, and 1,167,- 
959 bushels via other United States 
lake ports, and 19,037,331 ‘bushels 
moved by rail from the castern pool, 
while 184,109 bushels were cleared 
for consumption in the United States, 
and 3,964,996 bushels from the ship- 
ments to lake ports including 
Duluth,

the United States, but the movement 
was entircly from Atlantic ports. So 
far as exports are concerned, says 
the report, it is correct to conclude 
that this wheat was exported into

Moldy Silage 


Using Plenty of Water at Filling, 
Surest Way to Avoid Difficulty. 
More or less concern is regularly 
expressed by farmers over the fact 
that they find moldy spots in their 
Some report that the losses

silage.

good deal. Others express*the opin- 

ion that moldy silage is poisonous to 

all classes of livestock. What are 
the facts? : 

There are several kinds of molds 
that appear in silage depending upon 
the conditions favoring their growth. 
The amount of mold invariably de- 
pends upon the way the silage is 
packed. Molds require air for their 
growth and if the corn is put in the 
soil when it is too mature or too dry 
there is not cnough moisture to pack 
it compactly, the air is not entirely 
excluded, hence molds grow and de- 
velop. Insufficient tramping also 
leaves air pockets which give the 
molds an opportunity to grow. 

As far as Known there is no con- 
clusive evidence to show that moldy 
silage is fatally poisonous to cattle. 
There is not much doubt but that it 
sometimes causes digestive disturb- 
ances and there are good reasons to 
believe that it is frequently fatal to 
horses and sheep, Cattle, however, 
do not seem to be seriously affected 

; by it. Nevertheless, the safest pol- 
‘icy is to always discard moldy silage. 
Henry’s and .Morrison’s Feeds and 
Feeding, says: “Spoiled, moldy silage 
should always be discarded, and 
special care taken to feed no such 
material to sheep or horses, which 
are much more easily affected by it 
than cattle.” 

The use of plenty of water at silo 
filling time is one of the surest ways 
of avoiding difficulty from molds if 
the corn has been frosted or has be- 
come overripe. If one has the facili- 
ties for running a steady stream of 
water into the blower and at the same 
time is careful to sce that the tramp- 
; ing is thoroughly done, the loss from 
| molds can be made almost negligible. 
| As a matter of fact, it is possible to 
entirely prevent the growth of molds 
if the corn is cut at the proper time 
iand thoroughly distributed and 
i tramped in an air-tight silo. What 
air remains after this is done is used 
‘up in the fermentation processes 

which begin as soon as the corn is 

ensiled—the oxygen being converted 
| into _ carbonic acid gas and silage 
' acid, 

Those who have not already built 
silos should not be alarmed at the 
reports they may hear concerning 

‘moldy silage. Silage molds should 
be considered as something that can 
be prevented.

Perennial Hot Water 


French Village Has No Use For*Coal 
~ Or Wood. . 
With the price of coal unprecedent- 
ly high and still soaring, one reads 
with envy of the French village of 


Chandesaigues, in the - Auvergne’ 
Mountains. It is built in the crater 
of an inactive volcano. A number 


of stone-covered wells furnish boiling 
water, which flows through mains be- 
neath the rows of houses. Not a 
chimney is to be seen, in the village, 
which is surrounded with snow-cover- 
ed peaks from October to May. 
Neither stoves nor ranges nor béilers 
are to be found; neither coal nor 
wood nor any other kind of fuel is 
used there. But the houses are al- 
ways warm, even when the temper- 
ature outside is below zero. In the 
floor of cach house are several holes 
leading to the main pipes. To heat 
a house the covers of the holes are 
removed ; to prepare a meal, a pot is 
lowered to the flow of-boiling water; 
on washing day all that is necessary 
is tg go to the large pool of hot 
water which is always ready just out- 
side the village.
